PROSPECTIVE mothers will be glad 


to learn that the nausea and vomiting 
of pregnancy that was'a great problem 
to their mothers and- grandmothers -is 
now being brought under control. A new 
drug related to the plastics has given 
relief where other methods fail. 


One of our most perplexing problems 


is the severe nausea and vomiting which 
occurs during the first three months 
of pregnancy. In most cases, the dis- 
tress is not too serious, but is usually 
very disturbing to the woman. 


We have no definite proof of what 


causes the vomiting of pregnancy. Vari- 
out things, however, such as poisons 
formed in the body, allergy, an excels 
of the chemical known as histamme. o>; 
a disturbance in the amount of hormo 
have been blamed. 
, Most doctors agree that many poison- 
ous substances are formed in the in- 
testines of the pregnant woman, and 
most of them believe this may cause 
se\ere nausea and vomiting. 


Most pregnant 
women with these 


symptoms respond to simple treatment 
and discussions designed to relieve their 
minds. However, in some patients, the 
symptoms may become severe — even 
very serious. In some cases, they have 
become severe enough to induce a mis- 
carriage. 


The usual treatment for nausea and 


vomiting in pregnancy has included a 
diet of frequent small, dry ' feedings 
with adequate vitamins, iron and cal- 
cium. 


' In one study of about 100 patients, 


it was found that one-fourth of the wo- 
men did nof seem to be relieved by this 
treatment, or by several others that 
were tried. 


Assuming 
that this vomiting was 


caused by poisons in the body," doctors 
then gave these patients a new type ot 
medicine that absorbs -poisons from the 
intestines, but not the essential foods 
necessary to the body. 


The important ingredient in this medi- 


cine is known as an iron exchange re?i 
and is somewhat similar to certain pi a ^_ 
tics. It is given by mouth together witlT 
a preparation of silicate?. 


Of the patients, who received this 


treatment, about three-fourths — 18 in 
25 — showed excellent results.
